Dr. C. A. Hanson, president of 
Gettysburg College, today told an 
assembly of faculty members, 
students and guests at the con­ 
vocation marking the opening of 
the academic year, "We begin air 
132nd year and we face it with 
emotions. . . .

Any action it 
should take to continue Bible read­ 
ing contrary to the attorney gen­ 
eral’s opinion is unconstitutional. 
School administrators and teach­ 
ers may not be expected to carry 
out such illegal regulations. 
"To the degree that the board’s 
action may encourage other citi 
zens to defy court decisions, harm 
will result. There is no question 
that children become confused and

Nostalgic Piece On His Old Home Town; 
Memory Ramble Of Horse, Buggy Era 


A most delightful nostalgic bit 
«l literature has beer written by 
E. Max Darone, a former resident 
of East Berlin, in tribute to his 
hometown’s forthcoming 2 0 0 th an­ 
niversary. Entitled “ From Ma­ 
nure to Monoxide," the 67-page 
recollection of things past, inter­ 
spersed by philosophy of yester­ 
year, recalls the central charac­ 
ters of the early Adams County 
town and the many incidents that 
type it as a "typical country 
village." 
The publication, which is done 
in offset printing on 8 '* by 
1 1- 
inch stock with a spiral binding, 
is bound with a glazed cover il­ 
lustrated by line drawings of a 
covered spring wagon entering 
one end of a covered bridge and 
a 1964 model automobile emerg­ 
ing from the other end. At oppo­ 
site comers are drawings of the 
old A. A. Gruver Stables, now 
Chronister’s Garage, East Berlin. 
MANY ILLUSTRATIONS 
The inside pages are generously 
illustrated with photographic re­ 
productions of the old Red Men's 
Hall, the creamery and Dr. Har­ 
ley B. Hoechst in one of the 
town’s 
earliest 
automobiles, 
a 
single-cylinder Reo. The first au­ 
tomobile was introduced to East 
Berlin in 1905, according to Da 
rone’s account. 
Nostalgic 
scenes 
of 
covered 
bridges, long since removed from 
the countryside; the first public 
school, which, in 1878 was con­ 
sidered "the finest in the coun­ 
try” ; Fat Miller's Candy and Ci­ 
gar Store of 1910, a picture of the 
Blast Branch locomotive in 1898 
and one of the 1901 mail carriers 
add to the realism of what must 
seem to modem residents legends 
of antiquity. 
A talented writer, sensitive to 
what he calls "unabashed nostal­ 
gia and unashamed sentiment."

worked for the past two years on 
his recently completed literary 
work and to have made several 
visits to East Berlin during the 
past year to improve his collec­ 
tion of data.

He said 
he felt that Hess and others who 
live immediately across the road 
from the plant "have a just com­ 
plaint from smoke and smell.* 
Fehr said the only problem is 
one of annoyance claiming that 
the fumes are not dangerous to 
health "even within the plant.’*

CROWDS SEE 
BLACK BEARS 
GATHER FOOD 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP)— 
There’s a new hit show in town----- 
starring big black bears. 
Every night, barely a dozen 
miles from the sprawling campus 
oi Pennsylvania State University 
the great beasts of the wild, 
emerge from their forest home 
into the glare of floodlights and 
huge audiences. 
The bears are looking for food 
in the yard of torest ranger Earl 
Casher who lives on the state 
highway between Black Moshan­ 
non State Park and the road lead­ 
ing into mid-state airport. 
Nobody seems to care about the 
big 
warning 
sign 
that's been 
posted. 
GALLERY OF 200 
It all started several weeks ago 
when the huge bears found them­ 
selves in Chaser’s yard, rummag­ 
ing for food. The ranger encour­ 
aged the animals with scraps 
of food, so they came back again 
and again. Word spread like wild­ 
fire and the crowds started com­ 
ing in droves—men. women and 
children. 
The warning sign cautioning on­ 
lookers against possible danger 
only served to bring more people. 
Paul M. Dubhs, a reporter for 
the Centre Daily Times, described 


the scene Monday night: 
"There were an estimated 50 
cars and 200 men, women and 
children. Mothers carrying babes 
in arms stood beside grizzled old 
hunters within 25 feet of where a 
large black bear, weighing an es­ 
timated 450 to 500 pounds, stalked 
around, reached high for meat 
strung on a wire, lapped honey 
out of a jar, or ate bread strewn 
on the ground. 
"The only protection between 
the crowd and the powerful wild 
bear is a clothes line strung be­ 
tween trees. Apparently no one 
worries about the warning sign. 
"The nightly event has grown 
to have many of the aspects of a 
stage production. 
“ Ranger Casher claims the rea 
son 
the 
bears—sometimes 
as 
many as six—come to his home 
to eat is because natural food is 
scarce. Heavy frosts in the spring 
killed acorns, berries, and other 
natural foods, he said.

Meredith, first Negro graduate of 
the University of Mississippi, says 
he fears racial strife may lead 
to another civil war. 
"I think there is another civil 
war in the making.” Meredith 
said in an address Wednesday be­ 
fore students at the University of 
Pittsburgh. 
"The last time there was a civil 
war over the question of whether 
one man can own and possess 
another man. Today, the question 
is whether one man can legally 
be placed over another man.’’ 
In a succession of news con­ 
ferences, Meredith spoke on sev­ 
eral racial topics. 
ALL TO BLAME 
About the bombing Sunday in 
Birmingham which killed four Ne­ 
gro girls, he said, "The truth is 
all Americans are to blame, in­ 
cluding trie steel magnates in 
Pittsburgh 
who 
may own the 
mills of Birmingham, and the 
Congress . . . which has failed 
for IOO years to protect Ameri­ 
can rights by legislation.” 
“I don't like these timetables.” 
Meredith remarked when asked to 
predict when Negroes might win 
civil rights gains. “If I’m being 
kicked ten times a day, I’m not 
going to be satisfied if you cut 
it down to seven.” 
To a question of whether he 
thought Negroes were ready for 
full freedom, he replied, "No, I'm 
not ready and I’m not going to 
wait to get rt^idy ”

MILWAUKEE IS 
VERY LIKELY TO 
LOSE DRAVES

MILWAUKEE (AP)-The Mil­ 
waukee 
Braves* 
"miracle" 
is 
faced with a "bust” ending and 
community leaders are feeling 
the pinch of a shoe on the wrong 
foot. 
Eleven years ago. Milwaukee 
lured the Braves from Boston by 
presenting owner Lou Perini an 
ultimatum: Move or we’ll get an­ 
other dub. Now Milwaukee is 
threatened with loss of its major 
league baseball franchise. 
A syndicate of young business­ 
men. headed by Bill Bartholomay, 
purchased the Braves from Perini 
for $5.5 million last fall. Although 
financially independent as individ­ 
uals, the new owners borrowed 
most of the purchase money. 
Now financial pressure has been 
applied on Bartholomay and his 
partners. As Milwaukee attend­ 
ance dwindles, they are faced with 
a 
tremendous 
decision. 
Other 
cities, especially Atlanta and San 
Diego, are making fabulous offers 
to get the Braves. 
The Braves were welcomed with 
open arms when they came to 
Milwaukee. Players and club offi­ 
cials were showered with gifts and 
hailed by baseball fans hungry for 
major league status. 
The Braves drew 1,826,937 fans 
in their first season at County 
Stadium. 
They attracted more 
than two million in each of the 
next four years, hitting 2.215,004 
while winning the National League 
pennant in 1957. 
ATTENDANCE OFF 
Milwaukee repeated as league 
champion in 1958, but attendance 
slipped to 1,971,101. Home turnouts 
have fallen off ever since. Last 
year only 766,927 paid admissions 
were recorded and, with only five 
home (fetes left this season, the 
count is 30,000 behind that low 
total. 
Bartholomay 
says 
he 
can’t 
"imagine" the Braves playing out­ 
side Milwaukee. John McHale, 
club president and general man­ 
ager as well as an owner, says 
only that any decision must be 
made by the board of directors. 
Meanwhile, reports persist that 
the Braves already are commit­ 
ted to Atlanta for the opening of 
the 1964 season. 
The Braves officially say that 
no commitment has been made. 


US6A MAKINO 
4 CHANGES IN 
GOLFING RULES

NEW YORK i AP)—Hopes of a 
worldwide 
golf 
code 
appear 
doomed, but U S. amateurs and 
professionals are getting closer 
together on a uniform set of 
playing standards. 
Thisi was the general reaction 
today to the announcement by the 
U.S. Golf Association that It Is 
making four amendments, effec­ 
tive Jan. I, 1964, which are at 
variance with the rule* adopted 
by die Royal and Ancient Club of 
St. Andrews. 
The general effect is this: While 
golf will be played differently in 
Britain and the United States it 
will look more like one game in 
this country. 
CUT COSTS OF MISTAKES 
The new rule*, softening the 
penalties on unplayable lie* and 
by local option on out-of-bounds, 
are more in line with those used 
by the pros on the Professional 
Golfers Association tour. 
They also should be welcomed 
by the lowly duffers. They cut 
down the costs of mistakes. 
The Royal and Ancient, which 
presides over the sacred ground 
where the game supposedly was 
born, and the U.S. Golf Associa­ 
tion make the rules by which 
most of the world plays the game 
The PGA, which runs the multi 
million-dollar 
tour 
which 
has 
spawned such .inks capitalists as 
Arnold Palmer and Jack Nicklaus. 
has been operating under still a 
different set of standards. 
4 BASIC CHANGES 
Here are the four basic changes 
in the USGA rules, not supported 
by the R A A: 
1. Flagstick: A ball striking an 
unattended flagstick when played 
from the putting green or within 
20 yards of the hole will be a 
penalty of loss of hole in match 
play and two strokes in stroke 
play. (At present, and under the 
R B A code, there is no penalty). 
2. Unplayable Ball: The penalty 
to be cut from two strokes to one 
stroke for dropping the ball from 
an unplayable lie. As an alter­ 
native, a ball may be dropped 
within two dub lengths of the 
point where the unplayable ball 
lay. The alternative of stroke and 
distance is retained. 
3. Provisional 
Ball: 
May be 
played only for a ball which is 
lost or out-of-bounds and may not 
be played for a ball which is un­ 
playable or in a water hazard. 
vThe R B A code will allow a 
provisional ball for a ball lost, out 
of bounds or unplayable.) 
4. Local Rules. Local commit 
tees will be permitted to make 
certain provisions dealing with lo­ 
cal 
conditions. 
On 
an 
out-of- 
bounds. a ball may be dropped, 
under penalty of one stroke, with­ 
in two club-iengths of the place 
where 
the 
original 
ball 
last 
crossed the boundary line.

(Continued Prom Pope I) 
ionization, and its skill in plan­

"Let me consider first our size 
as that influences the economy of 
our operation. Ten years ago our 
student body numbered slightly 
less than 1,100, five years ago 
1.450, and we are now entering 
our third year of enrollment at 
approximately the 1,800 level 
Thus we have increased in size 
by 25 per cent in the last five 
years and by 80 per cent in the 
last IO years. Roughly correspond 
ing increases have been made in 
faculty and staff during this po* 
nod. During these years a ma 
Jot building program was carried 
out, though it is evident that we 
are presently deficient in resi­ 
dential space and some academic 
facilities.

"Our size places us within the 
limits of economic operation, that 
there is present need for addition­ 
al facilities and that we can con­ 
sider factors in addition to eco­ 
nomic ones in our enrollment de­ 
cisions when and if added facili­ 
ties materialize. In brief, we stay 
where we are for the time being. 
ABILITY TO CHANGE 
"Question is then raised about 
our ability to effect changes in 
purpose and program. Involved 
heer, I suppose, is our need or 
desire to enter new and possibly 
attractive academic markets, our 
willingness to engage in new 
teaching methods, to modify cur­ 
ricula, in brief to be modem 
Against this standard Gettysburg 
has done well. Without sacrificing 
its basic function as a liberal arts 
institution it has nonetheless de­ 
veloped its program in general 
education and has shuck a bal 
ance between specialization and 
distribution which is sound and 
manageable. 
"No one seriously assumes that 
Gettysburg will be other than a 
liberal arts institution—this is the 
essence of its character. But it is 
equally apparent that experimen­ 
tation and change are now and 
will be part of the character of 
this college. 
"In referring to the intellectual 
responsibility of a college I have 
in mind its interest, its ability and 
indeed its courage to attempt to 
permit and foster freedom of ex­ 
pression; to be earnestly self- 
critical; to be genuinely interested 
in the creative, and to encourage 
the formation rf philosophic bases 
for individual beliefs and com- 


mitments. 
‘If a liberal arts college is con­ 
tent to be judged only by the slow 
process of external appraisal it 
cannot for long be other than ar­ 
rogant and ignorant of its own 
state. The act of self-criticism 
brings with it not only a currency 
of appraisal not otherwise possible 
but it imposes as well a standard 
of judgment as acutely realistic 
as it is demanding. It follows we 
believe that the commitment to 
self-criticism is both personal and 
institutional and provokes not only 
the highest level of performance 
but significant humility as well. 
“To foster the creative is to 
extend the learning process be­ 
yond the acquisition of knowledge 


and to call for the exercise of 
judgment necessary to determine 
the relationship between facts. It 
the peculiar responsibility of 
the liberal arts college to provide 
both the setting and the stimuli 
for this process rf synthesis. Anal­ 
ysis and criticism are unques­ 
tionably functions of scholarship 
but there is equal call for the 
constructive experience of deter­ 
mining solutions and creating at 
first hand a work of artistic, eo- 
cial or scientific significance. 
"We are now at the beginning of 
an academic year. We are an aca­ 
demic community and hence each 
one of us bears some share in ful­ 
filling the purpose of this enter 
prise."

PITTSBURGH 'AP)—Allegheny 
County Judge Samuel A. W ei*’ 
criticism of the U. S. Third Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals has drawn 
fire from the Pittsburgh branch 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union.

He called the appellate court “a 
haven of refuge for rapists, cop 
killers and armed thugs” and said 
appeals were heard “usually by 
a judge who has never tried a 
criminal case, let alone a murder 
case.” 
CALL "REGRETTABLE" 
Thomas M. Kerr. chairman of 
the local ACLU chapter, said 
Wednesday it was “regrettable” 
that the integrity of the federal 
court system should be attacked 
at a time when citizens were be­ 
ing asked to respect federal court 
orders with which they may not 
agree. 
“They (the appellate courts) 
have repeatedly safeguarded our 
liberties by enforcing such constr 
tutional ‘technicalities' as freedom 
of speech, assembly and religion 
and the right to due process of 
law.” 
GIVEN LIFE TERM 
In 1960 Butler was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree for 
the pistol slaying of Northumber 
land County Sheriff James R. 
Lauer and was sentenced to death. 
Judge Weiss presided at the trial. 
Last June the circuit court 
granted Butler a new trial on the 
grounds that his constitutional 
rights were not fully met in the 
fret trial. As the trial opened 
Monday he pleaded guilty to a 
general charge of murder. 
On Tuesday Judges Weiss and 
R. Paul Campbell of Centre Coun­ 
ty determined that the degree of 
guilt was first degree and they 
sentenced Butler to life imprison 
ment.

Most health and nutrition au­ 
thorities think that breakfast eat­ 
ing habits should be improved. 
The admonition 
‘Eat a Good 
Breakfast! * * 


MRS. TUNISON 


is good 
ad­ 
vice but guid­ 
ance is neces­ 
sary for ac­ 
tion. A basic 
breakfast pat. 
tem has been 
developed as 
a specific tool 
to encourage 
better break­ 
fast habits. 
This 
pat­ 
tern was based on findings from 
nationwide surveys among medi­ 
cal. health, and nutrition authori­ 
ties. These surveys established 
two important points: The pro­ 
portion of nutrients which break­ 
fast should provide, and the foods 
which should be eaten. The ma­ 
jority of the authorities 
said 
breakfast should supply one-fourth 
to one-third of the daily food re 
quirements. 
All 
recommended 
these foods: Fruit or juice (pref­ 
erably citrus), breakfast cereal 
(whole grain, enriched, or re­ 
stored', milk, bread (whole grain 
or enriched', butter or margarine. 
As a result of these surveys, 
for the first time an authorative 
basic breakfast 
menu 
pattern 
was established to answer the 
question, "What is a basic break 
fast?” 
PERSON RESPONSIBILITY 
Breakfast is a personal re 
tponsibility. B e t t e r breakfast 
habits, especially by the teen- 
age weight-watcher, are being en 
couraged. Dr. Ruth M. Leverton, 
Agricultural 
Research 
Service. 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
has said: "We must develop in 
our students the concept of a 
state of well-being conditioned 
by the choice and amount of food 
eaten, a concept of the cause-and- 
effect relationship between food 
intake and the level of well-be­ 
ing . . . 
During the scientifi­ 
cally conducted Iowa Breakfast 
Studies, 
it 
was 
demonstrated 
that when breakfast is skipped, 
your work output is less, mental 
reactions are slower, and muscu­ 
lar fatigue increases. Important 
to young and old alike are the fol­ 
lowing conclusions which can be 
made from this scientific re­ 
search: 
1. “When you eat an adequate 
breakfast, you can turn out more 
work during the late morning 
hours, you are quicker in your 
reactions, and you do not tire as 
easily.** 
2. “When breakfast is skipped, 
your work output is less, mental 
reactions are slower, and muscu­ 
lar fatigue increases.” 
3. “Eat? I an adequate break­ 
fast does not mean you will gain 
weight, nor does skipping break­ 
fast mean you will lose weight, 
provided the day’s total calories 
remain constant.” 
LUNCHES AND NUTRITION 
Since children are bade in 
school, you have one less meal to 
serve them. However, it is im­ 
portant for you to see that they 
get nutritious lunches. 
More and more school age chil- 
dren do not come for lunch, lf 
the school has a lunch program, 
encourage your children to eat 
the lunch provided. It is planned

young people need. 
When children complain about 
the lunches served at school, find 
out if their complaints are real 
ones. Some children eat only a 
limited number of foods and may 
not be getting enough lunch.

BOYS' SHIRTS 
How long will this shirt last? 
That’s a question many home­ 
makers ponder as they select 
shirts for their boys. For they 
remember 
the 
T-shirts 
that 
shrunk so much they couldn’t be 
worn again or the sports shirts 
that lost their bright color and 
wore out at the elbow. 
To give mottlers some idea of 
what to look for in buying boys’ 
shirts, clothing specialists at Ag­ 
riculture Experiment Stations in 
the North Central States, tested 
garments worn by Fourth and 
Fifth Grade boys. These shirts 
were washed after each wearing 
for 10. 20. 30 and 40 times. 
The tests showed discouraging 
results. 
Cotton 
shirts 
undergo 
their biggest change during the 
first laundering The shirts test­ 
ed shrunk lengthwise, sometimes 
so much that the boys could no 
longer wear them. After IO wash­ 
ings. if the shirt still fit, there 
was no further shrinkage. 
Gingham shirts defied shrink­ 
age and held their color after re­ 
peated washings. But they didn’t 
wear well. Even during the first 
IO washings, the fabric at the el­ 
bows and cuffs of the gingham 
shirts wore thin, and many of 
these shirts had to be made into 
short sleeved ones so the re­ 
searchers 
could 
complete 
the 
study. Flannel shirts often shrunk 
so much they could no longer be 
worn, and they faded more than 
the gingham shirts. Shirts of a 
cotton-Orlon 
blend, 
that 
were 
marked machine washable, faded 
during 
laundering. On 
flannel 
shirts, the buttonholes and pock­ 
ets tore and ripped, and in some 
cases seams in sleeves and the 
yoke ripped during wear. 
Next time you shop for boys’ 
shirts, be wire to read the hang 
labels or tags carefully for they 
are your guides to fiber content. 
Besides, the labels may give in­ 
structions for the .care of those 
shirts.

three Negro girls killed in a bomb 
blast during Sunday school. 
“God still has a way of bring­ 
ing good out of evil,” he assured 
the parents Wednesday. “The in­ 
nocent, blood of these little girls 
may well serve as a redemptive 
force for this city.” 
Denise McNair, ll; Addie Mae 
Collins and Cynthia Wesley, both 
14, were buried a day following 
the funeral of the fourth victim 
of Sunday’s unsolved bombing, 
Carole Robertson, 14. 
STILL INVESTIGATING 
Still to be buried, next Sunday, 
are two young Negro victims of 
violence that broke out a few’ 
hours after the bombing of the 
Sixteenth Street Baptist Church. 
Police estimated that 4,000, in­ 
cluding numerous white persons, 
went to the funeral although only 


about half that number could get 
inside the Sixth Avenue Baptist 
Church, across town from the 
church where the girls met their 
deaths while studying a lesson on 
“The Love That Forgives.” 
Two of the 23 persons injured 
when the bomb went off were still 
hospitalized, as was a 6-year-old 
white boy struck in the head by 
a brick. 
FBI bomb experts and city and 
state authorities continued to seek 
clues leading to the person w’ho 
placed the fatal bomb, while re­ 
wards for his capture climbed to 
$76,000.

URGE TUNNEL 
UNDER CHANNEL 


LONDON (AP) — A group et 
British and French experts today 
recommended their governments 
build a tunnel under the English 
Channel but warned that fin anc 
ing it may be difficult. 
After a two-year study the Brit­ 
ish and French officials estimated 
the capital cost of a tunnel at 143 
million pounds ($400,400,000.) 
They rejected an alternate sug 
gestion of a bridge, saying it 
would cost twice as much and 
would be a serious hazard to ship­ 
ping. 
The plan calls for a 32-mdle rail­ 
way tunnel between Folkestone on 
the English side and Sangatte, a 
French village five miles west of 
Calais. It would take about six 
years to complete. 
The experts suggested a joint 
venture by the British and French 
railways, both state-owned, or by 
the governments t h e m s e l v e s 
“would be better suited to the na­ 
ture of the project” rather than 
to leave in the hands of a private 
operating company.

WASHINGTON (AP* - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy has urged the peo­ 
ple to speak up in support of his 
tax reduction program. He said 
its benefits would range from 
new washing machines for fam­ 
ilies to new strength around the 
world for the American dollar and 
freedom. 
‘‘But that bill is in danger of 
being weakened or deferred," de­ 
clared Kennedy. "It needs your 
ielp. your voice.” 
Thus through a national radio 
and television speech, the Presi­ 
dent sought to light a grassroots 
fire under Congress on behalf of 
the $11-billion tax reduction - 
which he called the most im 
portant domestic economic meas­ 
ure in 15 years. 
FIRST HURDLE 
The 
first major hurdle 
will 
come next Wednesday when the 
House is expected to vote on the 
tax program. But Kennedy was 
also looking toward die Senate 
where the bill faces a stormy 
time. 
Kennedy directed his appeal all 
along the economic front, from 
businessmen to factory workers, 
from families watdiing their own 
shaky budgets to citizens worried 
over the government’s unbalanced 
budget. 
He &<dced for quick passage of 
the bill without a proposed Re­ 
publican 
amendment tying tax 
cuts to curbs on spending. 
ASKS EQUAL TIME 
Almost as soon as Kennedy fin­ 


ished his address, William 
E. 
Miller, Republican national chair­ 
man. fired off telegrams to the 
networks asking equal time to re­ 
ply to the President. 
Retorting to GOP charges of 
fiscal recklessness. Kennedy said: 
“ No wasteful inefficient or un­ 
necessary 
government 
activity 
will be tolerated on the grounds 
that it helps employment. We are 
pledged to a course of true fiscal 
responsibility, leading to a bal­ 
anced budget.” 
Much of his appeal was directed 
to people like the 18.000-a-year 
family whose prospective benefits 
he singled out as an example. The 
head of such a household, he said, 
could look to the tax cut for 
for enough extra take home pay 
to meet "the installments on a 
new dishwasher for his wife.” 
SKIP RECESSION" 
Other families, 
he 
went 
on, 
might prefer to use theirs on “a 
new spring wardrobe, or a wash 
ing machine, or a longer vaca­ 
tion trip, or a down payment on 
a new car or a new home.” And 
he said the demand so created 
would help the country “skip a 
recession” and provide the IO mil­ 
lion jobs needed in the next 24 
years. 
Kennedy obviously was looking 
for some help from Republicans, 
too.

HARRISBURG (AP)-T h e Stat* 
Liquor Control Board said today 
it is cracking down on Illegal al­ 
coholic beverage con wimp* Kin at 
Pennsylvania institutions of high­ 
er education. 
The board sent warnings to in­ 
stitutions advising them that a 
new state law makes It illegal for 
persons under 21 years old to at­ 
tempt to purchase alcoholic bev­ 
erages. Previous law only made 
it illegal for purveyors to sell al­ 
coholic beverages to persona un­ 
der 21. 
Board Chairman A. D. Colin 
said that more than 2.500 copies 
of the warning had been distrib­ 
uted through the Department of 
Public Instruction. 
They were sent to county school 
superintendents, district superin­ 
tendents. supervising principals, 
state college presidents, diocesan 
superintendents and bishops, pres­ 
idents of accredited colleges and 
universities, as well as all state- 
owned educational institutions pri­ 
vate schools and junior colleges. 
The new law. signed Aug. 14, 
makes it "unlawful for a person 
less than 21 years of age to at­ 
tempt to purchase, consume, pos­ 
sess or transport any alcoholic, 
liquor or malt or brewed beverag­ 
es w ithin the Commonwealth.” 
Violators are subject to fines 
ranging from $25 to $100 or up to 
30 days in jail or both.

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Gifford Pinchot W as Political Loner, 
Bucked Republican Party To Establish 
Conservation Program, Pave Highways 


Editor’s Note: When President 
Kennedy starts his national tour 
later this month he plans to go 
first to the ancestral home of 
Gifford Pinchot in Pike County. 
Pennsylvania A couple of genera­ 
tions have grown up since the 
Pinchot name enflamed Pennsyl­ 
vania politic* and set off a new 
trend in conservation. Just who 
was Gifford Pinchot? Here are 
some of the highlights of that re­ 
markable personality).

H ARRISBURG < AP'-President 
Kennedy will honor the memory 
Sept. 25 of Gifford Pinchot, evan­ 
gelist of conservation, whose mon­ 
uments are the national forests. 
But in honoring the coa^erva- 
tionists, the President also will 
play homage to a remarkable 
politician, whose impact on Penn­ 
sylvania government is still felt 
30 years after he left office. 
President 
Kennedy will 
visit 
Pinchots ancestral home, “Grey 
Towers.” near Milford, Pike Coun­ 
ty. to open a 10-state conservation 
tour. The Norman style chateau 
now belongs to the federal govern­ 
ment. It will soon become a spe­ 
cialized forestry training school. 
SP IR IT OF PINCHOT 
The Pinchot estate and its sur­ 
rounding forested mountains are 
imbued with the spirit of Pinchot. 
the conservationist. Pennsylvania 
politics, which tends rapidly to 
forget 
its by-gone leaders, 
is 
equally imbued with the person­ 
ality of Pinchot, the one-man or­ 
ganization who twice defeated a 
long-entrenched political machine 
to win his state’s governorship. 
Pinchot’s political legacy is a re­ 
minder that individuals can over­ 
come organizations. 
Pinchot was born in Simsbury 
County, Conn., Aug. II, 1865. But 
the Pinchot family home was at 
Grey Towers The estate was es­ 
tablished in 1816 when his family 
was driven from France in the 
Bourbon restoration. 
W EALTHY FA M ILY 
The family had considerable 
wealth, giving Gifford the educa­ 
tional 
advantages 
of 
Phillips- 
Exeter Aacademy and Yale. He 
was graduated from Yale in 1889 
end immediately embarked on his 
career of conservation with gradu­ 
ate study of forestry in Europe. 
At that time his home state was 
being ravaged 
by the timber 
barons 
They threatened for a 
time to turn the state’s vast wood­ 
lands into wastelands through un­ 
sound logging practices. 
After a stint in New York as 
a private adviser on forestry, Pin­ 
chot returned to Europe for more 
study at the 
Ecole National 
Forestiere, at Nancy, France. 
CONSERVATION C A R EER 
In 1896, as part of the National 
Academy of Sciences Commission 
on Forests, he opened his public 
career of conservation. Two years 
toter he became chief of the U. S. 
Agriculture Department’s Fores­ 
try Service. 
In the federal government he 
came in contact with President 
Theodore Roosevelt. The two men 
became firm friends. Pinchot was 
a member of Roosevelt’s “tennis 
cabinet” of close advisers. As a 
result. Pinchot had great influence 
on national conservation. Though 
he never held a federal elective 
office, nor held even official cabi­ 
net rank, he left an indelible mark 
on the nation’s domestic policies. 
His name is invoked almost as 
a patron saint of conservation by 
advocates in both major parties. 
More More More 
In 1913, Pinchot married Corne­ 
lia Elizabeth Bryce, of Roslyn, 
Long Island, a daughter of a 


former ambassador to the Nether­ 
lands. The couple had a son. 
Gifford Bryce Pinchot. who is now 
a physician. 
During World War I Pinchot 
switched his activity into another 
sphere of government as federal 
food commissioner. 
Probably because of his long 
association with Roosevelt. Pin­ 
chot decided to plunge into politics 
in his home state. But his ideas 
for reform and his dedication to 
conservation—whichat that time 
ran counter to mining and forest 
interests in Pennsylvania—put him 
up against 
the long-established 
Republican organization. 
BUCKED GOP 
In the 1922 GOP primary he de­ 
feated regular Republican candi­ 
date George Alter by a scant 
9,000 votes, and then went on 
easily to take the fall election. 
In those days victory in a GOP 
primary was tantamount to elec­ 
tion in the fall. 
Pinchot was a political loner. 
He campaigned in a giant touring 
car wearing an outsize campaign 
hat. rugged tweeds, 
and soft- 
collared shirts in bright hues. 
In office he never bowed to the 
then-current fashion of high, stiff 
collars—the so-called Hoover col­ 
lar. To this day his portrait in 
the governor’s office is the only 
one of all the state's chief ex-

ecutivea, from William Penn to 
William Scranton, which shows a 
governor in a colored shirt. 
GOVERNMENT R EFO R M 
A* governor, Pinchot devoted 
his first term to governmental re 
form. He established for example, 
the legal requirement for present­ 
ation of a formal budget—some­ 
thing nobody had bothered with 
much before. He also established 
a state pension system and im­ 
posed controls on sale of securi­ 
ties. Always, he pressed conser­ 
vation. 
At the end of his first term— 
governor s cannot succeed them­ 
selves rn Pennsylvania—Pinchot 
again tangled with the powerful 
Republican organization, this time 
in a race for the U. S. Senate 
against William S. Vare. Phila­ 
delphia city boss Vare won a bit­ 
ter primary battle, but Pinchot 
forced a U. S. Senate investiga­ 
tion of the election. 
SAILED AROUND WORLD 
Unwilling to sit out the four 
years until he could again run 
for election Pinchot chartered a 
yacht and went sailing around the 
world. He finally wound up on 
the Galapagos Islands, where he 
collected turtles. 
More More More 
In 1930 factionalism was still 
tearing up the COP organization. 


Pinchot again won the nomination 
and election as governor as Penn­ 
sylvania moved into the depres­ 
sion years. 
PAVED ROADS 
His key administration policy 
became a national by-word—“take 
the farmers out of the mud.” This 
he did by putting up state aid 
for paving of some 20.000 miles 
of rural roads. It was the first 
state system 
of highway* and 
gave Pennsylvania a lead in total 
state highway mileage that has 
never been topped. 
Part of Pinchot’* political suc­ 
cess lay in the fact he wa* keenly 
publicity conscious, He established 
the state government’s first full­ 
scale publicity machine—a system 
that for good or ill still continues. 
Pinchot also inaugurated the 
practice of meeting all comers in 
his reception room 
Between IO 
a. rn. and I p. rn. each day he 
would go into his reception room 
and meet anybody who wanted to 
talk to him. The tall, gaunt chief 
executive 
with 
his 
handlebar 
moustache became the Capitol’s 
number one tourist attraction. 
Pinchot went out of office in 
1037. but he made one more at­ 
tempt to battle the entrenched 
Republican organization which he 
had never been able to win over. 
That was in the 1938 Republican 
gubernatorial primary. He lost to 
Arthur James 
But the factionalism within the 
GOP organization remained. 
The powerful old Republican 
machine, wracked by the internal 
battling fostered by Pinchot and 
continued by his followers, col­ 
lapsed in 1954. That was just eight 
years after Pinchot’s death in New

NIGHTMARE 
FOR BRAZIL

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP)—Luis 
Prestes Pinbeiro, ar accountant, 
stopped at a fish market to buy 
some shrimp. 
The price was 800 cruzeiros a 
kilogram—2.2 pounds. He found 
he had left his wallet at home

NIGHTMARISH SPIRAL 
To Pinheiro and millions of oth­ 
er Brazilians inflation is a night­ 
marish spiral of increasing prices 
which make it more and more 
difficult tc make ends meet on 
outdistanced salaries. 
Living costs shot up 30.8 per 
cent in the first half of the year 
after rising 52.7 per cent in 1962, 
one of Brazil’s worst inflation 
years. They are still going.

The cruzeiro, Brazil’s monetary 
unit, smashed the 1.000 cruzeiros 
to the dollar barrier for the first 
time this month. 
Brazil has a $25.5-milHon debt 
coming due in the United States 
next month and about $176 mil­ 
lion in commercial bills coming 
up before the end of the year. 
Except for a few preliminary 
measures, the ambitious three- 
year plan to slow up inflation and 
stabilize the economy never got 
off the ground. Finance Minister 
Carlos Carvalho Pinto insists, how­ 
ever. that he still is working rig­ 
orously within the general frame­ 
work of the plan in an effort to 
make some order in Brazil’s fuz­ 
zy financial-economic household. 
Carvalho Pinto is confident the 
government can increase its rev­ 
enue through tax reforms and oth-1 
er measures he has instituted. 
How well Brazil fills up its for­ 
eign debt holes and withstands 
snowballing inflationary pressure 
could be decisive for the nation’s 
economic future. 
As one foreign observer put it: 
"Brazil still is some distance 
from true economic chaos But the 
distance is getting .shorter every 
day.”

NEW YORK TAP)—Hotel and 
rertaurant business fefl drastical­ 
ly over mneb of the country dur­ 
ing the first half of this year and 
many in the industry place much 
of the blame on Uncle Sam’s 
tightened expense account tax de­ 
duction rules. 
Others said the new' rules were 
Just one of several factors respon­ 
sible for the slide. 
Other factors cited: 
Confusion over the new regula­ 
tions rather than the rules them­ 
selves, 
OTHER FACTORS 
Overbuilding. 
Stricter rales imposed by pri­ 
vate businessmen glad for an ex­ 
cuse to crack down on their own 
employes. 
Wide 
publicity on crime

some would-be visitors. 
In general the government now 
demands that businessmen show 
a closer tie between the expense 
involvd 
and

and that there be no lavish enter­ 
tainment of customers or business 
associates. 
FORD SALES DOWN 
In New York City, expense ac­ 
count capital of the world, a 
spokesman for the hotel associa­ 
tion said the rate of occupancy 
-for the first seven months of 1963 


was 65 per cent as against 70 per 
cent for the same period lost 
year. 
The spokesman said total food 
sales in hotel-operated restaurants 
was down 11 per cent and banquet 
sales down 13.6 per cent from last 
year. 
He said the drop couldn’t be 
ascribed to any particular source 
although the confusion and com­ 
plexity of rales and the record­ 
keeping requirements of the new 
regulations contributed to the de­ 
cline. 
"AN ABSOLUTE AX" 
New York City has 400 hotels 
doing $350 million to $375 million 
worth of business annually and a 
payroll of $150 million. 
A spokesman for the 3.500-mem­ 
ber New York State Restaurant 
Association said operators felt 
that the "very scare of the (ex­ 
pense account' regulations has 
brought an absolute ax to the res­ 
taurant business.” 
In Washington William Thomas 
Power. National Restaurant Asso­ 
ciation spokesman, said the res­ 
taurant business had improved 
slightly since the big drop in Jan- 
uary and February, but is still 
substantially below normal. 
YEAR OFF IO PCT. 
Power said business will be off 
IO per cent for the year and that 
this will mean a loss of $700 mil­ 
lion to $1 billion in business. 
"The main deterrent at the 
moment." he added, "is confusion 
over the new rules." 
A Washington association of 36 
hotels and motels said total busi­ 
ness was off 7 6 per cent in June 
and off 6.2 per cent for six 
months 
BLAMES NEW ONES 
Bourbon Dawes of the Hotel 
.Association of Washington said the 


main reason for the decline was 
"overbuilding." Seven hotels were 
added in the area in the past year, 
Total 
business was 
about 
the 
same as last year, he added, but 
the new places cut into receipts 
at the old. 
The Commerce Department has 
no figures on how the large, lux­ 
ury-type hotels and restaurants 
are doing. The department some­ 
times uses figures of Horwath v 
Horwath of New York City, a pri­ 
vate firm, in making predictions 
but does not publish the figures 
as its own. 
These figures show total hotel 
rooms occupied in the United 
States down 3.2 per cent in the 
first six months of this year, hotel 
restaurant sales down 3.4 per 
cent, and all eating and drinking 
places — including 
hamburger 
stands and coffee shops—up 5.4 
per cent. 
The National Restatyant Asso­ 
ciation said decreased sales re­ 
sulting from the expense account 
rules changes would not show up 
in Commerce Department figures 
since only a very few "expense 
account" restaurants are included. 
The Commerce Department dis­ 
putes this, contending any de­ 
crease would show up to some 
extent.

WASHINGTON (AIM - To nat­ 
uralized Americans thinking of 
paying a visit to their old home­ 
lands. the State Department gives 
this urgent advice: 
"Check up beforehand, lest you 
get caught in a draft," 
A military draft, that ta. 
The problem came up recently 
In the case of Samuel Cohen. 27. 
a Chicago educator. He went to 
Israel this past summer to study 
briefly—hut he may have to stay 
another 2^ years as a soldier. 
C O N S ID E R E D C IT IZE N 
Cohol was bom in Israel but 
became a naturalized American 
after he came to this country 12 
years ago. The ‘rouble ta. the Is­ 
raelis consider him still a citizen 
of their country. They are hold­ 
ing him fcr military service. 
U.S. diplomats are working to 
release him. with dubious pros­ 
pects of success. 
The case illustrates the tangled 
international situation with regard 
to citizenship. What nationality 
you are may depend on where 
you are. 


V A R IE D V IEW S 
The United States, for example, 
does not recognize dual citizen­ 
ship. Once an alien takes the U.S. 
citizenship oath, he is considered 
an American—period. 
But Israel holds that an Israeli 
remains an Israeli until he for

mally renounces citizenship and 
tfiis renunciation is accepted by 
the interior minister of Israel. 
Other countries have similar 
laws. but U.S. officials say the 
Israelis seem to be "stickier than 
most" in enforcing them. 
The United States has agree­ 
ments with a number of countries, 
notably NATO nations, ironing out 
some citizenship problems. Sever­ 
al countries exempt men from co 
scription if they served in the U.S. 
armed forces in World War II. 
In general, though, the State 
Department advises that natural­ 
ized citizens planning trips to their 
native lands should check with 
consulates to see what they may 
be getting into. 
There’s another warning, lf a 
naturalized citizen stays three 
years in the country of his origin. 
he may risk losing American cit­ 
izenship. However, he may safely 
stay abroad as long as eight 
years if he hops from country to 
country.

DOCTORS SEEK 
CLUE TO RARE 
BIRTH DEFECTS 


By JOHN BA RB O U R 


Associated Press Science Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP)-There is 
evidence that a mysterious epi­ 
demic killer and crippler of new­ 
born infant? struck at least two 
areas of the United States last 
year. 
The latest report is from Ver­ 
mont—but doctors, left with the 
job of caring for the stricken in­ 
fants who survived, are still with­ 
out clues as to the cause. 
Tile Vermont episode may be 
another expression of the epidem­ 
ic of the brutal birth defect that 
struck Atlanta. Ga., last fall—and 
may have hit elsewhere, 
R A R E D E F E C T S 
From a one-block area in Mont­ 
pelier, Vt., in just six weeks last 
summer, came three babies born 
with rare defects. Six months lat­ 
er. from the same city block, 
came a fourth case. 
All of the babies in this tragic 
cluster suffered from spinal bifi- 
dia—a congenital 
separation in 
the spine which allows spinal cord 
nerve tissue to balloon out from 
the body. 
It can leave a baby vulnerable 


to death through infection. Or it 
may leave a child paralyzed from 
the waist down and incontinent 
for life. 
Frequently, there are compli­ 
cations. sometimes brain damage. 
An investigating team, under 
Dr. Jerold F. Lucye. University 
of Vermont pediatrician, probed 
deeper into the cases—and into 
others in the state. 
CH ECK R E C O R D S 
They surveyed birth and death 
certificates on babies, combed the 
records of the university’s two 
hospitals—where 23 per cent of 
the state’s births occur — and 
checked the only three neurosur­ 
geons in Vermont, all of them in 
Burlington. 
Next the investigators wrote to 
every one of the state’s 432 doc­ 
tors outside of Burlington, getting 
responses from 90 per cent of 
them. 
They found 21 cases in all—of 
which only IO survived. 
Although the normal rate for 
Vermont would predict 99 cases in 
100.000 live births, in 1962 the rate 
was 232 cases per 
100,000 live 
births. 
ATLANTA S E A R C H 
Meanwhile—unbeknownst to the 
Vermon investigators—U.S. Pub­ 
lic Health Service researchers in 
Atlanta were looking into an out­ 
break there. 
They discovered 16 cases be­ 
tween August and October of 1962. 
Only two babies survived.
